Brownsville might be called Brooklyn's Lower East Side 
— with a large foreign-born population overflowing 
both tenements and one and two-family houses. Prac- 
tically every leading chain selling drugs, clothing, fur- 
niture, and shoes has a branch in this district, chiefly 
along Pitkin and Sutter Avenues, marking them as 
important shopping areas. The small independent 
grocery and delicatessen predominate here. Browns- 
ville has the largest population of any district in 
Brooklyn and is the most densely populated area. 
Unlike the Lower East Side, Brownsville has a variety 
of small industry.
